Mrs. Sophie Meier of 
Gumbo, Says She Is 
Daughter of W. C. Eden- 
born. 


{CAPITALIST DIED 
RECENTLY AT 78 


Suit to Be Directed Against 
' Widow on Ground Plain- 
tiff Is Child by a Former 


Marriage. 


Mrs. Sophie Meier, who for 25 
years has helped her husband con- 
duct their 75-acre grain farm in 
the Missouri River bottoms near 
Gumbo, in 8t. Louis County, has 
engaged attorneys to file suit to 
establish her claim to a daughter's 
share of the $76,000,000 estate of 
William C. Edenborn, 78-year-old 
capitalist and owner of the Louis- 
iana Railway & Navigation Co., 
who died May 14 last at his home 
in Shreveport, La. 

The suit will be directed chiefly 
against Mrs. Sarah Drain Eden- 
born, widow of the multimillion- 
aire, whom she married in St. 
Louis in 1876, a few years after 
his arrival from Germany. Eden- 
born invented a machine for manu- 
facturing nails and barbed wire 
and made a large part of his for- 
tune in St. Louis, having resided 
here from 1870 to 1898. 

Mrs- Meier claims to be a daugh- 
ter by a prior marriage. She says 
her mother sang in a church choir 
here with Edenborn, married him 
in 1874 and died shortly after the 
birth a year later of the present 
Mrs. Meier. Mrs. Meier declares 
further that Edenborn always 
recognized her as his daughter 
and heir; and visited her as late 
as two weeks before his death. 

Suits Now in Preparation. 

The jaw firm of Laughlin, Frum- 
berg, Blodgett & Russell of St. 
Louis and John T. Fitzsimmons, 
another St. Louis lawyer, have heén 
retained by Mrs. Meier. Abram M. 
Frumberg, to whom Mrs. Meier re- 
ferred a Post-Dispatch reporter, 
stated the suits are now in prepara- 


a . 
‘We have been retained to bring 
appropriate legal proceedings 


against the Edenborn estate to pro- 
tect the rights of Mrs. Meier as a 
daughter of William C. Edenborn.” 
Frumberg said. 

“We will be able to show that 
Mrs. Meier is the daughter of Wil- 
liam C. Edenborn, and was born 
in the City of St. Louis, her mother 
having married Mr. Edenborn two 
rears before he married the pres- 
ent Mrs. Edenborn. 

“We also will show that Mr. 
Edenborn visited his daughter at 
her Gumbo farm two weeks before 
his death, and was then making 
arrangements to move his daugh- 
ter, her husband and their chil- 
dren and grandchildren fronr the 
farm to St. Louis.

13,000 Guests Attend 
Royal Garden Party 


Salvation Army Girls and Peers Rub Elbows 
at Largest Social Function in London 
Since Coronation.

LONDON, July 22.—King George 
and Queen Mary today gave a 
royal party in the gardens of Buck- 
ingham Palace to which 13,000 
guests were invited. There were 
101 Americans among the thou- 
sands who sipped tea at the largest 
and most representative of royal 
parties since the coronation. 

As virtually all of the guests in- 
vited came, the six-acre garden of 
the palace, ornamented with trees, 
shrubbery and small lakes, was a 
brilliant scene. Although the sun 
shone only at intervals, the women 
guests wore the latest summer cre- 
atoins and the men morning coats. 

The only suggestion of formality 
in the three-hour party was at the 
first appearance of the King and 
Queen, who greeted the diplomatic 
corps first and then held court. 
They shook hands with thousands 
of guests and afterwards strolled 
through the gardens unattended. 

One of the. most interesting 
incidents for the Americans was 
to see the King handle his teacup 
and slender bits of buttered toast

LAVISH SPENDING

Frenchmen Compare Their 
Poverty With Apparent 
Opulance of Americans 
and Grow Angry. 


VISITORS IGNORE 
PUBLIC FEELING 


Up Over Rise of Dollar 
Even Englishmen Do 
Not Escape Rancor.

PARIS, July 22.—For the first 
time stores, shops and cafes here 
have begun to change prices ac- 
cording to the rate of exchange. 
Yesterday they advanced all prices 


according to the fall of the franc. 
So far this move hag been confined 
to Paris, but it is symptomatic of 
ho wthe public is beginning to think 
in dollars. 

This has come about with the 
steady fall of the franc and will 
make efforts to bring back normal 
conditions much harder. It also 


large numbers of Americans in 
France and the French people 
which, if it continues to get worse, 
is certain to lead to friction. 

Americans are beginning to look 
to Frenchmen as if they all 
were millionaires and, as Ameri- 
cans are everywhere in Paris, the 
city is theirs to buy and the 
Frenchmen are, in comparison, 
poor. 

This striking comparison, com- 
ing right after the debt settlement 
agreement and the constant urging 
from Washington to have the 
French Chamber ratify it, makes 
every American look to French- 
men like a debt collector as well as 
a profiteer. 

Fortunately, the. populace is 
used to large numbers of Ameri- 
cans or it undoubtedly would lead 
to many disputes. In fact, there 
have been a few. 

Easy to Exaggerate Feeling. 

It is very easy to exaggerate the 
feeling in France against Ameri- 
cans. The mass of the people be- 
lieve they ought not to pay any 
war debts, believing that-the sacri- 
fices in blood which France made 
ought to have been considered as 
an enormous national loss, and 
therefore, should have been taken 
into consideration when debts were 
discussed. But this, in most cases, 
has not led to feelings of personal 
resentment. 


The average Frenchman does not 


, feel like taking it out on the aver- 


age American he meets. Thou- 
sands of Americans in and about 
Paris, all are feeling rich with the 
francs they bought cheap and are 
spending them lavishly. In -every 
restaurant, every regort and every 
cafe the prosperous Americans are 
in excellent humor, not knowing 
the state of nervous agitation 
throughout the country over the 
governmental and financial crisis. 

The manners of the country are 
against any violent demonstration 
of feelings, the use of fists beigg so 
rare it is difficult to judge how 
much the average cafe crowds re- 
sent the lavish spending by Ameri- 
cans. Such cases are marked by 
wheir absence on the police blotters. 

In the night cabarets, where

The new plan depends upon ac- 
quisition of the site. of the J. S. 
Merrell Drug Co., at the northeast 
corner of Fourth and Market, and 
of a strip of 36 _ feet 
between the Merrell property and 
the Government's present holding. 

The Government, it was learned 
today, has acquired an option for 
the purchase of the Merrell site, 
88 feet on Fourth by 150 feet on 

. Market, and the drug company’s 
five-story building. The option 
runs until Oct. 15, and names 
$360,000 as the price, but an of- 
ficial of the Merrell firm said that 
the company was not bound by the 
Price stated, and that $400,000 
would be nearer the value. 

$500,000 Provided for Site. 

The Government has obtained a 
similar option on the 36-foot strip 
between its present holding and the 
Merrell site. The option expires 
Oct. 15, and is for $1500 a front 
foot, or $54,000. The strip is owned 
by John S. Leahy. The Govern- 
ment’s present holding is 118 feet 
on Fourth by 151 on Chestnut. 

in the appropriation bill recently 
passed, $500,000 was provided for 
perchase of new land, and $1,100,- 
for the building. James A. Wet- 
more, supervising architect, told in 
Washington yesterday of the tenta- 
tive plan to make the building not 
more than six stories ,and possibly 
only five stories, in height. 

Advantzge of Plan. 

A final report on the matter will 
be made by a representative of the 
supervising architect's office, of the 
Treasury Department, who will be 
in St. Louls within the next two 
weeks.

COLUMBIA, Mo. July 23.— 
The Missouri League of Women

“If a voter wishes to have any 
part in the management of his 
political party he must vote in the 
primaries. In the 1924 Missouri 
primaries candidates for governor 
were nominated by 655,564 of the 
1,969,711 eligible voters in the 
state. Only 33 per cent voted for 
all nominees for governor. 

“In only five counties -— Cole,

IN ONE OF MISSOURI'S PARKS 


New State Acquisition in Ozarks 
Near Van Buren Recently 
Was Dedicated.

VAN BUREN, Mo.—One of the 
most important of Missouri's new 
State parks recently was officially 
opened to the public when Big 
Spring State Park, five miles south 
of Van Buren, was dedicated. The 
park was dedicated in connection 
with the formal opening of the 
new $200,000 State highway bridge 
over the Current River here. Gov. 
Sam A. Baker delivered the princi- 
pal address during the ceremony, 
which was conducted under the 
auspices of the Missouri Ozarks 
Chamber of Commerce. 


Big. Spring State Park comprises 
5000 acres of rugged, scenic Ozark 
forest land. The principal feature 
of the park is the Big Spring it- 
self. The spring can be heard 
roaring a half mile from the park 
tract. It is said to be the most 
magnificent spring in the country,
